Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  and 
vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1964. 

The  estimated  mid-year,  1964,  population  of  our  District,  as 
issued  by  the  Registrar  General,  was  22,470  compared  with  21,700 
in  mid-year  1963.  This  gives  an  increase  of  approximately  800 
during  the  year  which  is  mado  up  by  the  natural  increase  in  the 
population  i.e.  333  together  with  those  people  coming  to  reside  in 
the  newly  erected  houses  and  bungalows.  The  number  of  inhabited 
dwellinghouses  increased  by  172  and  the  total  rateable  value  of 
the  District  rose  to  £525,450. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  548  i.e.  78 
more  than  in  1963.  This  gives  a  corrected  birth  rate  of  22.19  per 

l  ,000  population  compared  with  a  rate  of  18.4  for  the  country 
as  a  whole.  The  stillbirth  rate  dropped  from  30.93 

in  1963  to  17.92.  Whilst  the  illegitimate  birth  rate  showed  a  slight 
decrease  there  was  in  fact  an  increase  of  2  over  the  number  of 
illegitimate  births  for  1963. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  showed  a 
marked  increase  over  the  previous  year’s  figure.  The  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  was  25.5  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  20.0 
for  England  and  Wales.  Seven  of  these  deaths  were  directly  attri¬ 
buted  to  prematurity,  the  remainder  to  the  hazards  associated 
with  childbirth  and,  or,  mal-development.  In  a  number  of  cases 
there  wras  a  super-imposed  infection. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  childbirth,  pregnancy  or  abortion.

The  number  of  deaths  was  less  by  9  than  the  figure  for  1963. 
Motor  vehicle  accidents  took  their  usual  toll  and  this  year  accoun¬ 
ted  for  the  deaths  of  one  female  and  five  males  with  ages  ranging 
from  2  to  25  years.  Fatalities  due  to  home  accidents  were  two,  a 
girl  aged  2  and  a  woman  aged  66.  Both  died  as  a  result  of  exten¬ 
sive  burns  due  to  their  clothing  coming  in  contact  with  the  fire. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

The  extension  to  the  main  works  and  the  replacement  of 
obsolete  equipment  by  the  most  modern  was  completed  by  the 
middle  of  the  year.  Members  of  the  Council  accompanied  by  the 
consultant  engineer  made  a  tour  of  inspection  and  the  general 
opinion  expressed  was  that  the  needs  of  the  Urban  District  would 
be  adequately  catered  for  both  now  and  in  the  foreseeable  future. 

In  a  section  of  the  East  Ward  the  residents  have  for  a  long 
time  suffered  great  inconvenience  due  to  the  flooding  of  the  main 
sewer  under  storm  conditions.  Plans  to  eliminate  this  long-standing 
nuisance  were  formulated  and  the  proposals  were  investigated  by 
an  Inspector  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Ministerial  approval  to  the  scheme  was  given  and  work  on  the 
project  is  now  in  progress. 

Exfoliative  Cytology  Clinic. 

Cancer  of  the  neck  of  the  womb  is  a  condition  rather  common 
in  females.  In  an  effort  to  decrease  the  incidence  of  this  variety 
of  malignant  growth,  the  County  Council,  as  the  Local  Health 
Authority,  have  established  Clinics  throughout  the  county  area* 
At  these  clinics  a  simple  test  which  can  detect  the  condition  in  its 
early  stages  is  carried  out.  The  address  and  times  of  the  clinic 
serving  this  area  can  be  found  on  page  29. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  most  especially  with  regard 
to  the  priority  re-housing  of  those  in  need  through  ill-health  and 
in  overcrowded  accommodation.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  clerical  staff  for  their  invaluable  help  and  to  the 
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Public  Health  Inspectors  and  colleagues  In  other  Departments 
who  through  their  continued  efforts  have  endeavoured  to  maintain 
the  highest  possible  standards  in  the  sphere  of  environmental 
hygiene.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  my  eighteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  in  the  field  of  environmental 
hygiene.  The  report  is  on  similar  lines  to  those  of  previous  years 
and  to  a  large  extent  summarises  my  monthly  reports  to  the 
Health.  Highway  and  Lighting  Committee  and  the  Housing,  Town 
Planning  and  Buildings  Committee  and  where  necessary  appro¬ 
priate  observations  have  been  made. 

Duiing  the  year  important  new  legislation  affecting  the  work 
of  the  Department  came  into  operation,  namely  the  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  and  the  Housing  Act,  1964.  The 
work  of  implementing  these  Acts  is  being  carried  aut  without  any 
increase  in  establishment  and  consequently  the  necessary  visits 
and  inspections  are  not  being  carried  out  as  quickly  as  the 
Department  would  like. 

There  has  been  a  significant  change  in  the  composition  of 
household  refuse,  no  doubt  caused  by  a  higher  s'andard  of  living 
and  an  increased  use  of  packaged  goods  consumed  by  the  public 
and  were  it  not  for  the  separation  [and  sale  of  waste  paper  and 
other  materials  the  payloads  would  be  reduced,  more  tipping 
space  would  be  required  and  difficulties  in  consolidation  of  the 
tips  would  be  greater,  apart  from  these  considerations  the  sale  of 
salvaged  materials  considerably  reduces  the  cost  of  the  service  to 
the  ratepayer. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty 
and  efficiency  of  your  Public  Health  Department  staff,  the  help 
and  advice  given  by  Dr.  Carroll  and  the  co-operation  of  other 
officials  of  the  Council  and  to  thank  the  Chairmen  of  the  Commit¬ 
tees  and  all  members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year.

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H.) 
No.  2/  1957  issued  by  the  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a 
guide  to  members  on  the  meaning  of  the  terms  “crude’ 5  birth  and 
death  rate  and  “corrected”  (adjusted)  birth  and  death  rate. 

“To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951 
census  population.” 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1964  was  Births  0.91  and  Deaths  1.46.

PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year  viz.  142,  was  very  much  less  than  for  the  year  1963  when  the 
total  was  446.  The  difference  is,  in  the  main,  accounted  for  by  the 
marked  decreased  in  the  prevalence  of  measles  compared  with 
1963. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

One  case  only  was  notified.  This  compares  with  two  cases  in 
1963  and  16  cases  in  1962. 

Whooping  Cough. 

Of  the  eight  cases  reported  to  the  Health  Department  two 
were  regarded  as  being  ill  enough  for  admission  to  hospital.  Both 
recovered  satisfactorily. 

Dysentery. 

One  case,  a  boy  aged  3  years,  was  notified.  The  causative 
organism  was  identified  as  Shigella  Sonnei.  No  other  members  of 
the  family  were  affected  and  the  condition  readily  responed  to 
treatment. 

Paratyphoid  Fever. 

Two  cases,  a  man  aged  30  and  a  young  boy,  aged  18  months 
were,  in  May,  notified  as  having  severe  enteritis.  As  a  result  of 
bacteriological  examinations  both  were  found  to  be  infected  with 
Salmonella  Paratyphi  B.  Specimens  from  the  other  members  of 
both  families  proved  negative  but  when  the  family  pets  were  in¬ 
vestigated.  a  dog  and  a  rabbit,  the  former  was  found  to  be,  also, 
excreting  Salmonell  Paratyphi  B.,  although  showing  no  signs  of 
illness.  On  further  investigation  it  was  noted  that  although  there 
was  no  evidence  of  any  direct  contact  between  the  two  families 
both  had  purchased  meat  from  the  same  establishment.  It  was 
decided  to  follow  up  this  clue  and  every  member  of  the  staff  was 
requested  to  submit  faecal  specimens  for  examination.  The  reports 
revealed  that  all  were  free  from  infection  except  one,  the  shop 
manager,  who  was  in  fact  excreting  Salmonell  Paratyphi  B.  This 
man  could  not  recall  ever  having  suffered  from  a  gastro-intestinal 
complaint  and  was,  of  course,  completely  unaware  that  he  was  a 
possible  source  of  danger  to  the  publics  health.  He  was  immediatly 
suspended  from  work  and  advised  to  undergo  treatment  which 
was  arranged  through  his  family  doctor.  As  a  result  of  prolonged 
therapy  a  satisfactory  outcome  was  eventually  obtained  but,  on 
ad  vice,  he  agreed  to  sever  his  connection  with  the  meat  trade. 

As  no  other  cases  were  notified  it  is  to  be  presumed  that  the 
probable  source  of  the  infection  was  this  symptomless  carrier  and 
the  vehicle  by  which  the  infection  was  spread,  contaminated  meat 
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The  child  and  the  dog  responded  quite  rapidly  to  treatment 
but  this  was  not  so  in  the  case  of  the  adult.  Treatment,  both  in 
and  out  of  hospital,  failed  repea  tedly  to  effect  a  cure  and  it  was  not 
until  July,  1965,  that  the  first  favourable  reports  were  obtained. 

The  number  of  specimens  collected  and  sent  for  examination 
during  this  investigation  was  very  considerable  and  I  would  like 
to  thank  all  concerned  for  their  kind  co-operation.  In  particular  I 
would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Public  Health  In¬ 
spectors  and  the  clerical  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  last 
but  not  least  to  Dr.  Mitchell  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  his  valuable  advice  and  prompt  reports  on  specimens. 

Tuberculosis,  „ 

Total  number  of  cases  notified  amounted  to  3  i  e.,1  male  and 
2  females.  There  were  7  cases  in  1963.  One  of  the  cases,  an  elderly 
woman  of  79,  survived  for  one  week  only  after  admission  to  hos¬ 
pital.  She,  in  fact,  died  from  Tuberculosus  Meningitis.  There  were 
no  deaths  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  itself. 

Of  the  28  cases  whose  names  were  removed  from  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Register  during  the  year  19  were  regarded  as  having  com¬ 
pletely  recovered,  6  left  the  District  and  three  died  from  causes 
other  than  disease  of  the  lung. 

There  were  5  inward  transfers  during  1964.

It  is  now  Thirteen  years  since  the  last  case  of  Diphtheria  was 
notified. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  the  disease  either 
bytheir  family  doctor  or  at  sessions  held  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  was  422  as  against  293  in  the  previous  year.

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TETANUS  IMMUNISATION. 


Immunisation  against  Tetanus  was  continued  during  the  year. 
This  complaint  which  is  due  to  the  entrance  into  the  body  of 
the  tetanus  bacillus  through  a  wound  is  characterised  by  painful 
contraction  in  tne  muscles  of  the  face  and  neck.  Hence  the  term 
“Lock-jaw.”  Untreated  cases  have  a  high  mortality.  This  active 
immunisation,  provided  an  adequate  level  of  immunity  is  main¬ 
tained  by  the  recommended  reinforcing  doses,  is  regarded  as  a 
more  effective  method  of  prevention  than  the  injection  of  tetanus 
antitoxin  at  the  time  of  injury.  And  so  PARENTS  ARE 
REMINDED  THAT  IT  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT  THAT  THEY

KEEP  THE  RECORD  CARDS  OF  THEIR  CHILDREN’S

The  trade  consumption  shows  a  slight  reduction  on  the  1963 
figure  and  is  a  result  of  the  increased  population  lowering  the  daily 
average,  this,  of  course,  has  no  effect  on  the  domestic  consumption 
which  in  the  opinion  of  your  Health  Department  will  continue  to 
rise  slightly  until  all  houses  are  provided  with  standard  amenities. 

There  are  no  standpipes  in  the  District. 

There  are  only  4  dwellings  in  the  District  without  public 
supply,  and  these  have  piped  spring  water  which  has  always  been 
sufficient  and  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  purity. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


M  ansfield  Woodhouse  Area  : — 

With  the  exception  of  547  properties  which  drain  into 
Mansfield  Corporation  Works  the  remainder  of  the  area  is 
served  by  the  Council’s  own  works. 

The  scheme  of  major  improvements  at  the  sewage  works 
was  completed  during  the  year,  this  scheme  was  designed  to 
deal  with  the  rapidly  expanding  population  and  increased 
housing  development  which  together  with  the  increased  daily 
consumption  of  water  was  tending  to  overload  the  existing 
works,  at  the  same  time  opportunity  was  taken  to  move 
certain  treatments  from  the  vicinity  of  houses  which  had, 
unfortunately,  been  eredted  adjacent  to  the  works  and  were 
being  affedted  by  obnoxious  odours  and  fries.  In  this  connection 
it  mudt  be  remembered  that  it  is  virtually  impossible  to  treat 
a  towns  wa^te  without  at  times  causing  offence  to  premises  in 
the  immediate  neighbourhood, 


Forest  Town  Area 

Tnis  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal 
works  at  Edwinstowe  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Area. 
The  number  of  properties  connected  thereto  was  1,958  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  an  increase  of  9. 

The  “Forest  Town  Storm  Water  Relief  Scheme”  prepared 
bv  the  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  to  prevent  surcharge  of 
both  the  foul  and  surface  water  sewers  and  prevent  flooding 
was  commenced  in  November,  1964. 


Pleasley  Vale  Area 

A  private  company  ownirg  fadtoiy  premises  and 
dwellings  in  this  area  have  provided  a  small  sewage  treatment 
plant  and  the  provision  of  modern  amenities  including  internal 
waterclosets  in  lieu  of  pail  closets  and  connecting  all  drainage 
to  the  company’s  main  sewer  at  the  twelve  remaining  houses 
was  completed  during  the  year.  Assistance  in  the  form  of 
Discretionary  Grants  is  being  given  by  the  Council. 
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The  following  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  private  estates.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  and  refuse  is  carried 
out  under  the  control  of  your  Health  Department  using  two 
rear  loading  fore  and  aft  tipper  freighters  together  with  trail¬ 
ers  for  the  collection  of  salvage.  Farms  and  outlying  premises 
not  reached  by  made-up  roads  are  collected  by  a  7  cubic  yard 
side-loading  vehicle  purchased  in  1954. 


It  is  at  all  times  the  policy  of  the  department  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  but  the  constantly  expanding  housing  de¬ 
velopment,  periodic  shortage  of  labour  due  to  sickness  and 
vagaries  in  weather  conditions  all  have  a  direct  and  adverse 
effect  and  during  the  winter  months  this  ideal  is  not  always 
possible. 

The  Council  have  wisely  provided  for  the  future  disposal 
of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  by  purchasing  two  disused 
quarries.  These  sites  will  suffice  the  needs  of  the  district  for 
many  years  and  will  eventually  provide  a  valuable  open  space 
or  site  for  industry.  In  addition  a  site  in  the  Forest  Town  area 
which  is  rented  is  being  levelled  and  part  has  been  brought 
under  cultivation  produced  an  excellent  crop  of  barley. 


It  has  been  necessary  to  institute  proceedings  under  SeClion 
76  of  the  Public  Health  A  eft,  1936,  a  defendant  was  found 
guilty  of  sorting  over  and  disturbing  refuse  and  fined  £3  plus 
£5-5-0  cokts. 

Salvage,  once  a  war-time  expedient,  has  now  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  Council’s  public  cleansing  service.  Markets 
for  additional  items  of  salvage  are  continually  being  sought 
and  the  income  derived  from  sales  reduces  the  overall  co^t  of 
the  service  charged  to  the  General  Rate  Fund.  During  the 
vear  ended  31st  March,  1965,  sales  amounted  approximately  to 
£1,983.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken 
by  the  Council. 

DOMESTIC  SMOKE  CONTROL. 

The  Council  have  for  some  years  now  enforced  byelaws 
made  under  Section  24  of  the  Acft  requiring  that  all  new 
dwellings  be  equipped  with  “approved  appliances"  capable  of 
burning  smokeless  fuel,  but  no  further  progress  has  been  made 
towards  the  introdudion  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  wirhin  the 
Urban  Didridt. 

INDUSTRIAL  SMOKE  CONTROL. 

Pollution  from  industrial  chimneys  is  virtually  negligible 
since,  with  one  exception,  all  exiting  planrs  are  capable  of 
being  operated  smokelessly  either  being  oil-fired  or- — where 
solid  bituminous  fuel  is  burned  —  being  fitted  with  mechanical 
stokers. 

Some  slight  difficulty  is  being  experienced  over  emissions 
of  smoke  from  a  battery  of  Lancashire  boilers  at  a  local 
colliery  due  principally  to  the  type  of  plant,  quality  of  available 
fuel  and  the  use  of  unskilled  labour.  Every  effort  is  being  made 
to  effedt  an  improvement  in  this  case  and  the  Department  has 
made  representation  to  the  National  Coal  Board  with  a  view 
to  securing  complete  modernisation  of  the  plant. 

CHIMNEY  HEIGHTS. 

All  plans  submitted  in  accordance  with  building  byelaws  and 
which  show  proposals  to  erect  a  chimney  are  examined  by  this 
Department  and  on  one  occasion  during  the  year  it  was  found 
necessary  to  insist  upon  a  radical  reassessment  of  the  indicated 
chimney  height  with  the  result  that  the  stack  was  eventuall  raised 
to  comply  with  the  Departments  requirements. 

PRIOR  APPROVAL  OF  BOILER  PLANT. 

Two  applications  for  the  prior  approval  of  proposed  boiler 
installations  were  received  and  approved  during  the  year. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS. 

Numerous  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year 
and  no  contraventions  of  the  Act  and  Regulations  were  noted. 
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Rodent  Control — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Council  provide  an  efficient  rodent  control  service  in  the 
District  this  service  is  available  free  of  charge  to  the  occupiers  of 
residential  property  but  a  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and 
materials  is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises  and  agricultural 
property.

Some  evidence  of  rat  infestation  of  three  of  the  five  main 
sewerage  systems  serving  the  Urban  District  was  noted  at  the  time 
of  the  Annual  Test  Baiting  Operation  when  “takes”  were  recorded 
in  nine  manholes  of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  three  test  baited. 
These  nine  manholes  were  distributed  between  the  Forest  Town

The  Department  continued  its  policy  of  keeping  in  touch  with 
the  latest  developments  in  the  field  of  insect  control  and  the  most 
“up-to-date”  insecticides  available  on  the  market  are  kept  instock. 
In  cases  where  members  of  the  public  prefer  to  carry  out  treat¬ 
ments  themselves  insecticides  are  supplied  by  the  Department  to¬ 
gether  with  detailed  instructions  for  dealing  with  the  particular 
insect  pest. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  mosquitoes  but  all  potential 
breeding  grounds  were  surveyed  and  no  evidence  was  found  of  any 
infestation  by  the  two  species  previously  recorded  in  this  District 
in  1958. 

Regular  treatments  have  been  undertaken  throughout  the 
year  at  the  Councirs  refuse  tips  to  combat  any  possible  nuisance 
from  flies  and  crickets. 

SWIMMING  BATH. 

An  open-air  lido  comprising  a  paddlers  pool,  learners  pool, 
swimming  bath  and  a  diving  pool  provided  by  Clipstone  Colliery 
Welfare  Committee  is  situated  in  the  East  Ward. 

A  policy  of  continual  improvement  by  direct  labour  has  been 
adopted  and  in  addition  to  the  improvement  of  the  area  surround¬ 
ing  the  pools  the  continuous  flow  treatment  plant  was  enlarged 
and  canteen  facilities  were  provided.  Mains  water  is  used  for  filling 
the  system  and  the  plant  provides  for  a  complete  change  every 
four  hours.  Treatment  consists  of  filtration,  chlorination,  aeration 
and  stabilisation  of  the  pH  value,  in  addition  the  water  is  heated 
to  about  4oF  above  average  atmospheric  temperature. 

Daily  records  are  kept  of  the  chlorine  content  and  pH  value 
and  these  empirical  tests  check  the  efficiency  of  the  plant. 

17  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  for  bacteriological  examination  and  16  were  satisfactory. 
The  unsatisfactory  sample  from  the  diving  pool  was  taken  before 
the  treatment  circulation  was  fully  operative  and  subsequent 
samples  were  all  satisfactory. 
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RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 


The  three  watercourses  in  the  district  all  receive  sewage  works 
effluents,  inspections  have  been  made  and  from  time  to  time 
where  necessary  action  has  been  taken  to  remove  obstructions 
preventing  the  free  flow  of  water. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  ten  Local  Education  Authority  Schools  in  the 
District  six  of  which  are  of  post-war  construction,  all  these  and 
one  of  the  pre-war  schools  have  well  equipped  school  meals 
kitchens. 

In  addition  one  private  school  has  been  established  in  a  con¬ 
verted  mansion  in  the  District. 

Inspection  of  sanitary  accommodation,  washing  facilities  and 
kitchens  did  not  reveal  any  matters  requiring  attention. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  district. 

PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACT,  1928  -  1936. 

There  are  26  licensed  storage  premises  comprising  23  having 
underground  storage  tanks  with  a  capacity  of  48,400  gallons  and  3 
with  fireproof  can  storage  aboveground  having  a  capacity  of  1,100 
gallons. 

One  new  licence  with  a  capacity  of  300  gallons  was  issued 
during  the  year. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  1960. 

There  is  one  residential  caravan  site  established  within  the 
District  and  licensed  under  the  above  Act.  The  licence  provides 
for  a  maximum  of  7 1  vans  and  the  average  number  during  the 
year  was  52.  The  site  has  its  own  shops,  paved  roadways,  site 
lighting,  electric  power  to  each  van  and  its  own  sewage  disposal 
plant. 

There  was  one  application  during  the  year  for  a  licence 
authorising  the  siting  of  an  individual  caravan  to  be  used  for 
sleeping  purposes  in  connection  with  a  dwelling  house,  this  appli¬ 
cation  was  approved  for  a  period  of  three  years. 

Once  again  difficulties  arose  from  itinerant  van  dwellers 
camping,  mainly  on  highway  verges,  without  permission.  In  the 
absence  of  a  special  site  for  these  people  who  have  always  followed 
this  wav  of  life  it  is  difficult  to  exercise  any  measure  of  control 
other  than  that  provided  by  the  Highways  Act.  A  more  tolerant 
attitude  might  be  adopted  if  these  itinerant  van  dwellers  did  not 
advertise  their  presence  by  leaving  a  trail  of  litter  and  rubbish 
and  fouling  the  hedgerows. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


One  factory  in  the  District  carries  on  the  trades  of  gut  scraper, 
fat  and  tallow  melter  and  extractor  The  trade  of  gut  scraper  is 
relatively  innocuous  but  the  process  of  extracting  inedible  oils  and 
fats  from  organic  wastes  can  cause  serious  nuisances  if  the  material 
is  not  treated  before  the  processes  of  decomposition,  putrefaction 
and  decay  are  advanced  and  in  this  connection  the. firm  concerned 
have  been  requested  to  install  an  improved  type  of  dry  melter 
which  will  enable  material  to  be  treated  in  a  fresh  condition  and 
with  greater  control  of  any  odours  produced. 

The  firm  have  also  replaced  two  steam  driven  fat  extractors 
with  one  electrically  operated  extractor  and  this  has  reduced  the 
amount  of  waste  steam  to  be  treated  and  consequently  improved 
the  efficiency  of  the  condenser  and  relieved  the  load  on  the  boilers. 

Your  Department  have  continued  to  keep  these  premises 
under  constant  surveillance  and  have  found  that  the  standard  of 
management  has  greatly  improved  and  while  the  firm  has  made 
every  effort  to  minimise  the  emission  of  offensive  smells  with  the 
plant  and  buildings  available  and  have  co-operated  with  the 
Officers  of  your  Department  they  have  rot  pet  been  aTle  to 
complete  their  plans  for  modernisation  of  plant  and  buildings'  as 
this  is  tied  up  with  other  proposed  develoj  ments  for  part  of  the 
site.

Food  Hygiene.  s 

Your  Department  has  endeavoured  to  carry  out  constant 
routine  inspections  throughout  the  year  of  ail  food  premises  within 
the  Urban  District  and  also  of  mobile  shops  trading  in  the  area. 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  general  stan¬ 
dard  of  hygiene  both  of  the  premises  and  the  personnel  employed 
in  the  various  food  trades  continues  to  increase.  Greater  use  of 
suitable  head  covering  by  female  employees  particularly  of  the 
larger  multiple  stores  has  been  noted  although  it  is  regretable  that 
this  has  not  yet  become  an  established  practice  in  the  smaller 
establishments.  Many  more  refrigerated  counters  have  been  in¬ 
stalled  and  many  shop-keepers  are  now  adopting  the  practice  of 
totally  excluding  customers  dogs  from  their  premises.

Regulations,  1960,  that  have  been  discovered  during  the  year  were

The  introduction  of  the  Act  was  publicised  at  National  level 
over  a  period  of  several  weeks  both  in  tie  Press  and  on  Television 
but  it  became  increasingly  obvious  during  the  period  1st  May, 
1964,  to  the  31st  Julv,  i.e.,  the  prescribed  period  during  which  all 
employers  whose  premises  were  covered  by  the  scope  of  the  Act 
were  required  to  notify  the  Local  Authority  of  the  employment  of 
persons  in  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises,  that  such 
methods  of  publicity  as  had  been  used  had  been  completely  in¬ 
sufficient  to  acquaint  employers,  in  this  particular  Urban  District 
at  least,  with  their  obligations  under  the  Act,  indeed,  it  was  only 
as  a  result  of  personal  interview's  by  Public  Health  Department 
Staff  with  the  majority  of  known  employers  within  the  District 
that  the  required  “Forms  of  Notification”  were  eventually  sub¬ 
mitted  towards  the  expiration  of  the  above  period.

The  work  of  implementing  the  Act  with  all  its  many  ramifications  in 
being  carried  out  by  the  Council’s  Public  Health  Inspectors  without 
increase  in  establishment.  By  the  end  of  the  period  under  report  initial 
inspections  had  been  carried  out  at  some  26  premises  resulting  in  the 
service  of  27  notices  requiring  the  execution  of  works  as  follows  : —

The  majority  of  the  problems  arising  during  the  practical  implemen¬ 
tation  of  the  Act  were  connected  with  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  work¬ 
rooms  and  it  is  felt  that  the  provision  of  Regulations  made  under  Sections 
7  (2)  and  8  (2)  prescribing  definite  standards  of  adequate  lighting  and 
ventilation  would  be  generally  welcomed. 

One  accident  sustained  on  office  premises  was  notified  and  investigated 
during  the  period  under  report.  As  a  result  of  the  investigation  it  was 
found  that  the  accident  was  due  to  lack  of  care  on  the  part  of  the  injured 
person  and  not  to  any  act  or  default  of  the  employers — no  further  action 
was  taken  in  this  respect. 

Contrary  to  expectations  every  co-operation  has  been  received  from 
the  employers  so  far  involved  and  the  general  impression  is  that  both 
employers  and  particularly  employees  have  welcomed  the  introduction 
of  the  Act. 
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
